longer with the levee situation in the 
drainage district, they are brought into 
Cairo and -set to work along tho river 
front. 


.Most of the houses and places of 


Lu.siiipas in the drainage territory have 
Leon abandoned and it is the predic- 
tion that that section is doomed, al- 
though this break cannot result in 
Cairo proper being flooded.

state troops were sent out in 


iquuds of live toduy, each accompanied 
by a policeman to visit the rendezvous 
of men who are cither unwilling or 
have refused to work. 


.All places of business which do not 


handle goods needed for the comfort 
and necessities of the people have been 
closed, so that the employes may rcin- 
forctt the workers along the river.
